land 
grant, 
thourgh which this great fraud was 
defeated, $200,000 for survoysalono) 
to civo pcttlcrs an opportunity 
of 
proving up on thoir lands, 8100,000 
to pay privato Indian 
depredation 
claims, somo ol which was 
receiv- 
ed by people living in 
Safford 
to 
day, 
2200 
acres of land for 
a 
prison 
farm 
which, 
if properly 
managed will 
mako that 
institu 
tion solf sustaining, 
theroby 
lift 
ing a heavy annual 
burden 
from 
tho people, 
10,000 for a 
levy in 
the Gila river, $5,000 for tho 
seg- 
regation of coal lands. 
When Arizona 
is

by Mr. Smith then will 
his work 
in tho appropration 
of funds and 
lands for tho 
upbuilding

states in tho Union.

price of gold 
Ho 
endeavored 
oven 
before his 
inauguration to offico, to

wards, and

to contract tho circulating medium 
and demonetizo ono of the coins of 
commorco,

Ho would havo increased tho value 
of monoy and diminished tho value 
of 
everything 
else 
monoy 
tho 
master, everything clso tho servant 
Ho was not thinking

then. 
Ho had loft 'thoir side.' 
Ho 
was not 
'standing 
forth 
in their 
defense.' 
Cheap 
coats, 
cheap 
labor 
and 
dear 
monoy: 
Tho 
sponsor 
and 
promoter 
of thoso 
professing to stand guard over 
tho 
welfaro 
of the 
poor 
and lowlyl 
Was thero over moro inconsistency 
or reckless assumption?"

standard

it has 
succeeded in forcing on tho rest of 
tho world, at tho detriment of tho 
producing countries. 
But I find 
also that it is tho universal 
opin- 
ion both in London 
and 
on tho 
continent, that Great Britain 
can- 
not possibly hold out, for to do 
so 
would 
mean 
great 
inroads 
into 
their commercial prosperity."

rltorj , and transmit copies thereof to tho Clerks
